LINCOLN. | 


The above is an exact copy of a photograph taken for us of the famous Lincoln Pear Tree, January 
1, 1895.. The seed of this tree was planted in the spring of 1837, making the tree 58 years old. One foot 
from the ground it measures 6 feet 4 inches in circumference. ‘The tree bears annually from 40 to 
60 bushels of fruit. We were the first to propagate the Lincoln pear commercially, and planted trees in 
our own experimental] grounds which have since come into bearing. We have watched these and many 
other young trees, and each year has strengthened our faith in the Lincoln, The trees are extremely 
hardy, free from blight or disease, heavy bearers, fruit medium to large, with a rich aromatic flayor. If —
